was still more of a nuisance than the 
original compound, as it was more 
difficult io Mow and handle. The 
Helliel discovered a channel of utility 
for this oil in appling it as a pickle 
for the preservation of railroad ties, 
bridge timbers, and similarly exposed 
woods. This used up large quanti- 
ties of the refuse, but only partially 
relieved the tar nuisance 1 .
